Fallsington, the center of Falls Township, is 
also the birthplace of urban Pennsylvania. 


At least the village that developed at the cross­ 
roads of five Indian trails has as much right as 
any other place to claim this distinction. 


Mrs. Ann Hawkes Hutton, chairman of the 
board of trustees for Historic Fallsington, Inc. says 
there is no known proof of earlier settlements. 
Well-Versed 
Mrs. Hutton, an authoress, is probably as well- 
versed in the history of Fallsington as anyone. 


Fallsington’s early settlers acquired their land 
rights by treaty with the Lenni-Lenape Indians of 
the area or by agreement with the Duke of York 
who had regency over the district after the English 
preempted the Dutch claim in 1664. 


Before the Dutch, Swedes claimed the area, 
along with the rest of the Delaware Valley, as a 
result of a survey made by Peter Lindstrom, a 
Scandinavian engineer in 1654. 
Trading Missions 


The Swedes and Dutch passed through Lower 
Bucks on trading missions and some of them may 
have lived around Fallsington, but there are no 
available records to verify it. 


Records seem to become more specific when 
the English took over the territory. 


The first known attempt at settlement in Falls­ 
ington appears to have been made by 25 Swedes, 
who petitioned the English for permission. 


Their petition was turned down on the grounds 
that they had not given any wampum to the Red­ 
skins.

One of the greatest cold 
waves on record dealt a 
crippling blow to Florida’s 
citrus, vegetable and tour­ 
ist industries today and 
frose the southland with 
temperatures f a r below 
zero. 


The death count from more 
than a week of arctic blasts and 
driving snows in the nation's 
eastern half soared past 130. 


Sub-zero temperatures ranged 
northward to the Great Lakes, al­ 
though Chicago’s low temperature 
of 6 above was warmer than the 
I above at Atlanta. Relief in the 
North, such as it was, was short­ 
lived. A fresh tide of arctic air 
was pouring southward from Can 
ada and blizzard • like snow:; 
swirled over Great Lakes states 
with depths of more than a foot. 
Florida citrus growers waged 
what appeared to be a losing 
battle in the face of the record 
cold. Sleet, snow and the frigid 
arctic air caused millions of dol­ 
lars of damage to Florida's vege­ 
table crops. 
Reports had not yet come in 
on the citrus damage but the 
Lakeland, Fla., Weather Bureau— 
in the heart of the citrus belt- 
said damage would be serious,

Coldest In History 


The coldest readings in the his­ 
tory of the Weather Bureau were 
recorded at Tallahassee where 
the mercury plummeted to IU de­ 
grees above zero and Tampa 
where it dropped to 18. Jackson­ 
ville at 12 was the coldest in 2C 
years and 35 at Miami was the 
coldest Dec. 13 on record. 
New December records were 
also set 
at Nashville,

low; at Birmingham. Ala., and

Howley said he was also 
informed that a resident of Fair­ 
less Hills attempted to hire a dif­ 
ferent collector but was turned 
down. 
The collector told the resident, 
Howley said, that he couldn't han­ 
dle any more business — except 
from people who just moved in. 
"Looks Like Collusion" 


"This 
looks 
like 
collusion," 
Howley said. "Recently, execu­ 
tives of a large corporation were 
arrested and jailed for fixing 
government bids." 


Howley said the increase in 
charges for rubbish collection was 
phenomenal. In 1953 trash col­ 
lection cost a home owner about 
$10 or $12, he said. "In nine years 
the charges have doubled. Why 
this banding together? Is the rate 
increase a result of it?" 
Six Collectors 


Howley said about six collectors 
were operating in Falls Town­ 
ship. "In the beginning, we had 
all local operators," Howley said. 
"Who's running things now we 
don’t know." Howley said anyone 
n get a license to run a rub­ 
bish collection agency in Falls if 
he has enough money to buy 
proper equipment. 
The solicitor's report on his in­ 
vestigation is expected within a 
month. "Then we’ll know how to 
pursue the matter," Howley said. 


As far as changing to township- 
operated trash collections, Howley 
said he was IOO per cent in favor 
of it. 
"But I would be leery of put­ 
ting it to a bid. lf the operators 
can band 
together 
against 
a 
homeowner, they can do the same 
thing to us." Howley said the 
township should pick the collector.

A recently released report by
